Washington, Nov. 20— The Su- 
preme Court was asked today to 
determine the con itltutionality of 
the war time prohibition act as 
well as the Volstead enforcement 
act. While many conflicting decis- 
ions have been rendered in vari- 
ous parts of the country hut three 
cases were argued today. One 
from Kentucky, held the act un- 
constitutional. Two from New 
York sustained the authority of 
Congress, not only to make the 
country dry, but to enforce it. 

The failure of the Senate to 
ratify the Versailles treaty is re- 
garded by attorneys as only com- 
plicating the situation because of 
the delay in tennina~tion of the 
technical state of war. 

The arguments today attract- 
ed considerable attention, and will 
not be completed until tomorrow.

from two to 21 years in the state pen- 
itentiary. Those sentenced were: 

John Perman, 21 years; Wm. Poe 21 
years; Leonard Morgan 21 years; Fe- 
lix Fernian 5 years and Steve Fer- 
man 2 years. These five men, witli 
Hugh and Robert Baker, were indict- 
ed for killing Deputy Sheiiff James 
I'.akcr in a battle on Crane creek In 
Clay county, last March, the culmin- 
ation of trouble growing out of a 
quarrel about moonshining. Baker, a 
grandson of George Baker, killed 20 
years ago by Jim Howard, of Gocbel 
case fame, invaded the hostile Crane 
creek territory to make arrests and 
the clans gathered and joined battle, 
killing Baker and, it is alleged, wound- 
ing others. 

Nearly a dozen indictments were 
returned but the cases were transfer- 
red to Laurel county to obtain an un- 
prejudiced jury and to prevent a pos- 
sible feudal outbrcuk if tiials wcro 
held at Manchester, county seat bf 
Clay county. .At the May term of ihn 
Laurel circuit court, Kobeit and Huirh 
Baker we-c sentenced to five year.; 
each. Tho present trial has lasted 
more than a week and has been a typ- 
ical feud trial, more than 100 witness- 
es having been summoned and a miw 
of conflicting evidence given. 

Another Clay county case was begun 
that of John Eversole and Geo. Alex 
Hush, jointly indicted in Clay county 
on a charge of killing fiom ambush 
Joe McCollum on Crane creek in last 
July. McCollum was a prominent 
farmer, who, it is charged knew some 
damaging evidence against partifU 
suspected of being responsible for hip. 
death. Though this is not a feud case, 
there are many old-time feud sympa- 
thizers connected with both sides ainl 
every precaution is used by authori- 
ties to prevent further trouble. Dep- 
uty sheriffs search every person who 
enters the court room for weapons 
and extra deputies lire kept on the 
public square and the principal thdr- 
cughfares, at all times.
